EVER BEFORE 


But Still Indiana Has Been 
Confronted by Fuel 
Shortage. 


Tndianapoii.s, 
Ind., Dec. 
23.—The 
greatest amount of coal in the history 
of the state for any one year was 
mined in Indiana in the twelve months 
ended Sept. 30. 1916, according to the 
report of Michael Scollard. state mine 
inspector, made 
public today. 
The 
estimated total number of short tons 
was 18,738,256. 


In spite of the increased amount of 
coal taken out, Indiana has suffered 
a shortage of coal this winter. 
The 
report said there were 206 mines in 
fifteen counties which report to the 
state inspector. 
Smaller mines do not 
make reports. 
The wages paid 
to 
miners during the fiscal year 
were 
$15,665,359.47. 
Amounts 
paid 
men 
working at the strip mines or in mines 
employing less than ten persons are 
not included in that amount. 


"There were forty.-elght fatal acci- 
dents during the year," he report says. 


"The number of tons produced per 
fatality was 379,963. 
While the fa- 
talities during the fiscal year is greatly 
to be deplored, still it is encouraging 
to note that there were six fatal acci- 
dents less than there were in 1915, 
%vlth an increased tonnage of 2,541,- 
335, or 
apporxlmately 
96,000 more 
tons of coal mined for each fatality 
than in 1915. 
There was an average 
of 22,000 persons employed In and 
about the mines, which would be 2.18 
per thousand."

AVashington, Dec. 23.—^Like the tale of 
Robinson Crusoe is tiip report reaching 
Acting Secretarj' of Commerce Sweet to- 
day on the shipwreck 
and 
rescue 
of 
Gustav Nelson, an American sailor, one 
of three .«urvivors of the steamer Ed- 
ward L. Hinep, wb.ich went doAvn in a 
storm in the Caribbean sea Friday, Oct. 
13. 


After floating nir.6 days on a piece 
of wreckage aided by an iiiijjrovised sail, 
v.ith nothing to eat and only a little 
water; caught during showers to drink. 
Nelson reached 
Honduras. 
There 
he 
lived in the wilds for eight days, eating 
berries and small fruits until 
he 
met 
three Indians. 
He ran from these but 
they overtook him 
and 
proved to be 
friendly Cariba. 
They took him to the 
American consul at Tela, J. Rivers, who 
reported the story. 
Nelson has been sent 
back to New Orleans, and expects to join 
bis family in Boston. 


Another sailor, 
Frederick 
Troutman, 
i\'ho was with Nelson on the wreckage, 
drank salt water, became 
crazed 
and 
when they sighted land he jumped into 
t)ie water to swim, but was too weak 
. id drowned. 
The other members of the

at at sea on a hatch cover for 13

with rain Avater to drink and ^wo 
caught with their bare hands, to 
.;a raw. 
They landed on Atilla island

London, Dec. 23.—The Neue Freie 
Presse of Vienna, according to a Reu- 
ters' Amsterdam dispatch, says that 
President Wilson's note will have the 
effect at any rate that the question of 
peace will ;;emain for some time in the 
foreground. 
It adds that the entente 
will be obliged to discuss a reasonable 
basis on which to end the w a r and 
. that the desire for peace in the entente 
I counti'ies will be f u r t h e r strengrthened.

The Vienna Allgemeine Zeitung re- 
m a r k s with satisfaction that Austria- 
Hungary 
and 
her 
allies 
considered 
the same m o m e n t opportune to pre- 
pare to open the way for peace nego- 
tiations. 
The Neuse Weiner Journal 
early awaits the attitude of" the en- 
tente toward President Wilson's move 
in view of the recent declarations of 
leading statesmen of the entente t h a t 
i interference by neutrals, with the ob- 
ject of bringing about peace, would 
be scarcely a friendly act.

MASSEY IS DEFLANT. 


London, Dec. 23.—W. F. 
Massey, 
premier of New Zealand, speaking at 


Berlin, Dec. 22.— (Via London, Dec. 
2 3 . ) ^ T h e Lokal Anzeiger, though ad- 
mitting t h a t President Wilson's 
pro- 
posal has great political significance, 
wonders whether it comes as an after- 
m a t h of the German proposal to the 
entente or is independent of it. 


The Lokal Anzeiger 
declares 
t h a t 
G'ermany and her allies cannot take a 
stand until the entente-answer is re- 
ceived which f r o m advance reports it 
considers gives no cause for optimism. 
On the character of the answer and 
whether it proves to be a replica of the 
speeches by Premiers Briand and Lloyd 
George, the paper thinks the Wilson 
note appears to stand or fall. The An- 
zeiger says that it has no desire to 
belittle or not to recognize the efforts 
of the president but reiterates t h a t they 


a r e subordinate to the next move of 
tlie entente. 


Count von Reventlow, 
commenting 
in the Deutsche Tagszeitung. declarer 
that the character of the entente is ob- 
vious f r o m the headline, "the United 
States are mixing in," Count Reventlow 
devotes the greater part of his edi- 
torial to the s t a t e m e n t of 
Secretary 
Lansing, 
which 
he 
terms 
a 
threat 
against Germany that America will en- 
ter the w a r on the side of Germany's 
opponents should the emperor Instead 
of consenting to a conference under 
.any 
circumstances, 
uses 
her 
naval 
weapons against England and damage 
w h a t he terms 
the 
Anglo-American 
cause. 
"With one step," saj's Count 
von Reventlow, "is nothing but an ef- 
fort to save England f r o m catastro- 
phe." 


The T|iglische 
Rundschau 
sarcas- 
tically said President Wilson 
under- 
stood well how to control his peace 
proclivities 
and 
"humanitarian 
fan- 
aticism." 
W h e n business was good in 
America, but t h a t it 
was 
inevitable 
that some time America should enter 
the world war as a combatant or as a 
peacemaker. 
The Rundschau asserts 
that Mr. Wilson should remember that 
America while profiting from the war, 
made its quick ending impossible by 
restricting submarine warfare. 


"President Wilson is actuated," says 
this paper, "by vanishing profits on one 
hand and the fear of submarine war- 
fare on the other hand. 
He knows that 
If the German peace overtures were re- 
jected it would spell sharpened and in- 
tensified 
fighting 
at sea. 
The Wilson 
plan will meet more recognition with 
the'eiitente than with the central pow- 
ers." 


Scarpely T>vo Agree. 


The Berlin press receives President 
Wilson's note to the belligerent powers 
with varying views, scarcely any two 
papers looking alike at the proposition. 
The views range f r o m the enthusiastic 
welcome accorded 
the plan by 
the 
Tageblatt to the cynical quasi-acquies- 
Cense of the Vosschetung. 
George 
Bernhard, 
in 
the Vissiche Zeitung 
views President Wilson's proposal as 
actuated purely f r o m American selfish 
motives. 
America, he says, finds itself 
in the position of having passed the 
heyday point in its 
financial 
opera- 
tions with the entente and now wants 
peace and co-operation of England in 
preparing for what it alludes to as in- 
evitable Japanese trouble. 


"President Wilson's step wo 
wel- 
come," are the words with which The- 
odore Wolff opens his comment in the 
Tageblatt. 
He adds that quite regard- 
les sof feeling for or against President 
Wilson or the desires in some circles 
for w a r with America, no responsible 
politician capable of thinking has the 
right to reject peace proposals because 
they còme f r o m Washington. 
Herr 
Wolff points out that President Wilson 
undoubtedly has m a n y sources of in- 
formation as to the feeling towards 
peace in various warring countries and 
therefore is not guided by parliamen- 
tary speeches delivered for home and 
enemy consumption." 


President Wilson, howevei", he 
eludes, is obviously aiming for a peace 
that would 
be a 
reconciliation, and 
Germany, despite what the writer al- 
ludes as to the angry clamor of the 


greedy, desires an understanding for 
such a peace.

WIN POINT

Titus, 
representing 
the 
switchmen 
dissented as to the five cent increase, 
to the denial of time and a half for 
overtime 
and 
to the award 
gi\-ing 
overtime at the pro rata rate. 


E. F. Potter and T. W. Evans, the 
railroad 
representatives dissented 
to 
the award of the eight hour day. 
The 
award affects thirteen eastern roads. 


Has Important Bearing. 


"The decision in the switchmen's con- 
i troversy with railroads has an import- 
ant bearing on the Adamson law," it was 
j stated here today by an official spokes- 
man for the fonference 
committee 
of 
managers of the railroads, 
"tl does not 
OK the Adamson act in our opinion. The 
Adamson legislation ga%-e the men ten 
hours' pay for eight hours' work or an 
increase of about 25 per cent, in wage.s. 
The award today gives the switchmen 
only nine- hours' pay for 
eight 
hours' 
of work or between 13 and 16 per cent, 
in increased wages. We get a great deal 
of satisfaction out of this award." 


The meetings between conference com- 
mittee managers and brotherhood chiefs 
to discuss the Adamson act have been in 
abeyance pending the settlement of the 
switchmen's demands. 
With 
this con- 
troversy out of the way it was stated by 
railroad officers today, the Adamson con- 
ferences will be resumed after Christ- 
mas. 
It was said, however, the situa- 
tion probably will remain in status quo 
until the supreme court has determined 
the 
constitutionality 
of the Adamson 
act.

Washington, D. C., Dec.

This suggestion was thrown out to- 
day by.a German official here, in dis- 
cussing the reply that the Berlin gov- 
ernment will m a k e to t h e president's 
proposal that the belligerents state the 
tftrms on which they would be willing 
to end the war. 


Germany, it is stated, will respond 
with a full and f r a n k declaration of 
the peace conditions she regards ac- 
ceptable and of the guarantees 
she 
believes would preserve world 
peace 
henceforth. 


To Tell Wilson Terms. 


It is believed tha tthe German terms 
.vill be stated 
confldentially to 
the 
president, it being the German 
con- 
tention t h a t the conditions of 
peace 
should be submitted to a conference 
of the belligerents and not subjected 
to prior public discussion. 


Goi-many is working to bring about 
a peace conference and the belief ex- 
i.st* In German 
official circles 
t h a t 
Berlin, -«-hen confiding the 
Teutonic 
terms to the president, -will invoke his 
5er\'lces as mediator to arrange such 
a meeting, probably a t T h e Hague. 
It

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The Fuss Over Senate Control 


The Sentinel has been unable to discover any indication of pop- 
ular public tension over the question of Indiana senate control for the 
new legislative session which begins in January. 
Aside from -the 
fi-3ntlemen who are the engineers of party machinery and some other 
patriots v.-ho are hoping to connect with the legislative payroll, the 
citizenry of this great commonwealth is managing to maintain an ad- 
mirable calm over the mooted question whether senate rule is going 
10 be in the hands of the democrats or whether it is to bear the brand 
of republicanism. 
Seriously it makes so little difference that there 
seems small occasion for tlio fuss and feathers now being stirred up 
over the question. What is of vastly more concern is that the senate, 
and the house as well, do its legislating for the people, wholly un- 
moved by what this ]>olitical party or that is probably going to get 
oue of it. The senators were elected as republicans or as democrats, 
but with their election they should cease to be party instruments. 
They now ov\'e fealty not to party but to the interests of the people of 
Indiana. 


It has so come about that the new Indiana senate will,consist of 
twenty-five democrats, twenty-four republicans and one progressive 
who has announced his ])urpose of voting with the republicans—a 
declaration, by the way, which manifestedly weakened the power of 
that lone progressive. 
The incoming lieutenant governor who will 
be the presiding officer of the senate, is a republican, and in breaking 
it tie will doubtless vote with them, so that with party lines tightly 
drawn the roll call will show 26 republicans and 25 democrats. That 
alignment, of course, is based upon the supposition that everybody's 
going to be tractable and stand quietly hitched on all divisions—a 
contingency which past experience has shown to be somewhat uncer- 
tain and at times unreliable. 


"The simple fact remains, however, that the general public*isn't 
caring a hoot about tlie strategic maneuvering for control of the sen- 
ate, and it is also entirely unconcerned as to the outcome of the dick- 
ering for an amicable division of the appointive jobs and the com- 
mittee places. But when the senate begins to indicate, as it is now 
beginning to indicate, that economy is to be enforced by vastly cut- 
ting down the list of senate employes, the Indiana public begins to sit 
up and manifest positive interest. 
That is a program to which it is 
Ijrepared to give vociferous and long-continued applause.

Clara L. Ricclardl, formerly I'rlnceas 
do Chimay, according to papers filed 
yesterday In the probate court. For 
two decades her escapades had been 
famous in Europe and America. 


Aside from a minor bequest, the 
will of the former princess leaves her 
entire estate In trust for the benefit 
of the two children by her first hus- 
band, Joseph De Rlquet, Prince de 
Chimay of Belgium» 
and her third 
husband, 
Gulseppe Ricclardl. The 
children, who share with Ricclardl in 
the division of the property are Marie 
de Caraman Chimay and Joseph de 
Caraman Chimay, both of whom are 
living in Paris. 


One Bequest Doubtful. 


Whether 
Ricclardl 
actually 
will 
benefit by the will is a point that will 
have to be established by the court. 
According to a petition for letters 
testamentary filed by John W. Gary, 
executor of the will, the status of the 
provision establishing a trust fund for 
the benefit of Ricciardl is not known. 


The will was drawn In 1904, and ' 
Mrs. Ricclardl 
obtained a "Judicial 
separation" from her husband in 1911. 
Whether this separation, obtained in 
Italy, constitutes a divorce,^and will 
be the means of causing Ricclardl to 
forfeit his inheritance, is a question 
that may arise in the probation of 
the will. 


The petition accompanying the will 
further recites that by an ante-nup- 
tlal contract Ricclardl waived all In- 
terest In the estate 
of the former 
princess, but according to Attorney i 
W. W. Gurley, representing the c.s- 
tate, and one of the trustees undo-.- ' 
The will, this contract will have no j 
effect upon the provision made for 
Ricclardl in the will. 


Former Detroit Woman. 


Reciting that the former prince.«.s 
was born Clara Ward in Detroit, th<^ 
petition says In 1890 she was married ^ 
to Prince de Chimay, from whom she : 
was divorced in 1896. 
She then lived

Mr. Gurley, Mrs. Ricclardl neVer was 
married to Cassalota. so that he will 
have no share in tho estate.

State Highway Committee 


in Conference With Mr. 


Goodrich. 


Indianapolis. Ind.. Dec. 23.—Repre- 
sentative.s of the Indiana state high- 
W'ay committee in the second called 
meeting within the last month, adopt- 
ed resolutions 
yesterday 
approving 
the tentative draft of a proposed bill to 
create a state highway commission. 
The proposed measure was discussed 
more than four hours 
and 
several 
puzzling questions were ironed out at 
the meeting. 


Governor-elect James P. Goodrich, a 
former road builder, made several sug- 
gestions that were incorporated into 
the proposed measure, chief of which 
-was that the state highway commis- 
sion be composed of four members, no 
two of whom are to represent the same 
political party. 
The members of the 
proposed commission are to serve the 
state without remuneration. 
The ten- 
tative draft empowers the state high- 
way commission to retain a civil en- 
gineer who shall serve the commis- 
sion as long as he gives efficient ser- 
vice. 


Under the working of the pzoposed 
law, highway construction will be di- 
vided as to expense between the county, 
state and nation. 
One clause provides 
that s t a t e highway construction is to 
be limited to construction of main 
market roads, and highways connect- 
ing with the main market roads, and 
that 50 per cent of the cost shall be 
borne by the county and 50 per cent 
shall be borne by the state and federal 
government. 
The draft limits state 
expenditures for bridges to 
$10,000 
for any single bridge.

cisco during war times were revealed 
yesterday in the United States district 
court by the cross examination

German Consul General Franz Bopp, 
iccused six others of conspiracies to

neutrality by hin- 
lering shipments of war munitions to 
England ánd her allies. 


Bopp admitted existence of a "se- 
rot" German consulate "war 
fund" 
Sgregating more than $100.000. Some 
)f the money, he said, came from the 
iorman embassy in Washington. John 
.'reston. United States district attor- 
ley, was endeavoring to show that 
.he alleged conspiracies were financed 
:)n a gigantic scale. 
He asked Bopp 
f his war fund ever reached $1,000.- 
000. 
Bopp said that it had not. 


Bopp said when he returned from 
Germany in March, 1915. there was 
$100,000 in the war fund in the San 
Francisco consulate. 
Preston 
asked 
what use was made of the money. 


"We spent it to buy rubber and 
nickel for Germany," the consul re- 
plied, 
""We 
shipped 
the materials 
through neutral countrie.s." 


Britisli Had Millions. 


To what other uses the money was 
put was not revealed. 
While Preston 
was questioning Bopp about ".such an 
enormous 
fund." 
Bopp 
exclaimed. 
"Why the British consulate here haa 
millions." 


Questions about the movements of 
detectives for the German 
consulate 
brought a remark from Bopp that at 
one time detectives 
engaged 
by A. 
Carnegie Ro.ss. British consul general, 
surrounded 
the German 
sonsulate. 
"I'll bet it cost him a lot of money," 
Bopp added with a smile. 


Upon direct examination, Bopp said 
telephone wires leading to his office 
had been tapped; mall and telegrams 
were tampered with and that enemies 
of Germany had even installed a me- 
chanical detector in the consulate so 
that conversations could be x-ecorded. 


Bopp admitted having paid $850 to 
Louis J. Smith, star witness for the 
government 
and 
a 
codefendant, 
through Lieut. G. 
W. 
VonBricken, 
alst» a defendant. 
Smitli said he re- 
ceived $>.200 from the German con- 
sulate. ~ Smith previously testified of 
efforts to destroy war munitions for 
the allies. 
The-defense contends that 
he was never hired as a dynamiter and 
that his duties with the consulate were 
merely as an investigator.

New 
machinery has been bought at a cost 
of $45,000. 


The business of the 
company 
was

box, makes hard mark for pitcher.

Heine Groh, Cincinnati inflelder, was 
the best waiter in the National league 
last season. Official averages showing he 
received 84 passes in 149 games. 


And the figures for the last two sea- 
sons show Heine has been getting on 
base oftener than he did before that time. 


The secret seems to be In an old batting 
style the little Clncinnatian is using, a 
style revived from the days of Old Pop 
Anson. 


While the average player hugs the plate 


with the front of his body toward first 
base and only hi^ head turned toward the 
pitcher, Groh stands back of the plate 
squarely facing the pitcher. He steps up 
to the plate as the ball is delivered if 
he intends to sv/ing. 


As a result the pitcher has nothing 
except the plate to shoot at, while ordi- 
narily he has the batter's body as a 
guide. 


The odd style is made more disconcert- 
ing to the pitcher because Groh is the 
only ball player today who uses this style 
in batting and tlie pitcher doesn't get a 


chance at him often enough to learn his 
style. 


Groh, being harder to pitch to. naturally 
draws more passes. 
I^is unique batting 
position causes him to hit usually to right 
field, although he bats right-handed. 


Only a few great hitters have used this 
batting style. 


Cap Anson, a free, hard hitter, used it 
for years while he was piling up his re- 
cord of 3,000 hits. 
Ping Bodie used It 
with 
telling effect 
in the 
American 
league, and Jimmie Callahan also batted 
from that position.

force which shapes the destinies of na- 
tions, is at last thoi'oughly aroused to 
the past destruction, the present dan- 
gers and the future possibilities of the 
liquor traffic. 
As medical men 
we 
have 
long 
recognized 
the 
human 
wrecks it makes; the wretchedness it 
entails on the 
innocent 
victims iif 
homes where its indulgence can be the 
least afforded; we have stood aghast 
at the increasing number of idiots and 
imbeciles which it breeds, and have 
made mental notes of the hordes of 
preventable diseases which swarm in 
the wake of alcoholic beverages. 
It is 
little to our credit as conservators of 
the human "race that physicians, as a 
class, have taken so small a part in 
the moral awakening of public senti- 
ment! 
Be it said in extenuation that 
our efforts have been to overcome the 


holism, rather than take a pronounced 
stand for temperance; and «yet, what 
form of medical training is this that 
attempts to treat the disease rather 
than to remove the cause? 


Liquor's first challenge in the hour 
of its attack has alwaj-s 
been 
the 
statement, "It has its virtues, for doc- 
tons in-escribe it;" its last retreat is 
behind the cloak of medicine. 
For 
many years its scarred and ugly face 
has taken periodic refuge behind the 
folds of our garments and it now be- 
comes us to remove, for all time, the 
airty handprint which soils our other- 
i\ise immaculate apparel.

let us consider the

medical use of alcohol as a stimulant;

It's a striking fact that the average 
mgn doesn't know much about the 
churches in town. 
Try it out on the 
fi) St Iialf dozen strangers you meet on 
the street. 
Ask them where the first 


church 
(or any other church) 


is. and ask him the minister's name. 


I once tried to find what was re- 
garded as one of the leading churches 
in a city of 20,000, and asked six dif- 
ferent persons where it was. 
Not one 
could tell me e.xactly. 
And the funny 
thing about it was—the church had 
been there about 200 years, BUT EV- 
IDENTi^Y 
THE 
TOWN 
DIDN'T 
KNOW TT YET! 


There's no doubt that the church is 
the greatest institution in the world 
—but what's it good for to the man 
who needs it most if he doesn't know 
WHAT it i.s, or W H E R E it is? 


It's iilainly up to the church to tell 
him. 


There's nothing like advei'tising in 
a daily newspaper for getting results 
for the church—when you're planning 
to make the 
work 
of 
the church 
known. 


In the first place, it's the cheapest 
method, considering the total number 
of people reached. 
The newspapers 
already has 
an entrance 
into the 
homes of the people—it is never kicked 
out like a bit of fugitive advertising 
matter that might have been left on 
the front poi-ch or stuffed into the 
mail box. this "i-ubbish" often aggra- 
vating the busy housekeeper. 
Usually, 
if the newsboy is fifteen minutes late 
hi delivering the evening paper, there's 
a ROAR! 


Church advertising in a newspaper 
is in the nature of news—and so peo- 
l)le talk about it. 
They rarely regard 
a "dodger" or a card in the same way. 
Newspaper advertising may not have 
the same Immediate effect that a di- 
rect personal ajipeal sometimes has. 
l>ut it creates an atmosi)here favora- 


ble to the church which makes the 
personal appeal easier. 


"Oh, yes—know about that church 


—I read yoiir ad in the 
you'll 


hear the person approached say when 
you begin to talk about it. 
And this 
not only saves a lot of talking, but it 
establishes a point of contact. 


"I don't believe in church advertis- 
ing," said a churchman recently, "be- 
cause the Bible says you mustn't let 
your left hand know what your right 
hand is doing." 


But this brother didn't i-ead far 
enough along, for a little later it says 
something about not hiding your light 
"under a bushel." 
And this sounds 
sensible—doesn't it? 
No doubt Jesus 
meant that it should refer to churches 
as well as to individuals. 


The other day the leading religious 
editors of the country met in St. Louis 
while the Federal Council of Churches 
was in session in that city, and they 
Insisted 
that 
national 
missionary, 
educational, benevolent and religious 
societies should pay for the advertis- 
ing they get in their papers. Some of 
them were ready to give the church 
organizations a reduction from the 
rates charged business concerns, but 
they 
were 
quite 
determined 
they 
should PAY for space. 


Now if religious papers charge for 
advertising space it should not be 
thought unfair and uncharitable if 
the publishers of "secular" newspapers 
do likewise. 


When the church believes so strong- 
ly in publicitj-- that it will pay REAL 
money for church advertising, then 
it's a sign that the importance of get- 
ting the right kind of publicity has 
gripped 
those 
who 
manage 
the 
church. 


This is what is happening in a num- 
ber of American cities. 
And those 
who have fairly tried it believe that 
It pays.

In the three weeks of the i 
session the house passed nve govern-

.senate, where, beginning January 2, 
the senate commerce committee will 
hold hearings on the proposed railroad 
arbitration measure and the bill au- 
thorizing the president to take over 
the railroad, telephone and telegraph 
lines in case of military necessity. 


At the conclusion of the hearings 
the railroad measures in some form 
will be pressed as amendments to the 
pending bill to enlarge the interestate 
commerce'commission.

Boston Financier Pulls Stock 
Coup With an Advance 
Tip. 


Boston, Mass., Dec. 23.—^According 
to reports current in the financial dis- 
trict today, one of the biggest cleanups 
the American stock market has ever 
known brought millions to Thomas W. 
Lawson and his associates In a coup 
made possible by advance knowledge 
of the German peace proposals and 
President Wilson's offer. 


Stock exchanges are likely to be 
asked to make an investigation of the 
operations of brokers who acted for 
the secret pool. 


Backed by gigantic 
financial 
re- 
sources, a few powerful "insiders" in 
close touch witi) German diplomatic 
circles and Washington sources of in- 
formation, are said to have begun their 
preparations for the tremendous raid 
late in November. 


At that time, while the market was 
buoyant, Mr. Lawson, as tlie chief of 
operations for the pool, began selling 
stocks, niostly United States Steel. He 
acted through agents. 


Steel was around 12£, but the big 
selling campaign caused , it to 
sag 
slowly to 120, and then 115, although 
Lawson was nursing the market to ab- 
sorb his big sales without breaking. 
At 115 he stopped. 
Then came Ger- 
many's offer of peace, and the bot- 
tom fell out of the market. Steel went 
to 105 and Lawson began to cover. 
He made tremendous purchases and 
made them quickly. 


Just as the professionals w^ere re- 
covering confidence came the news of 
President Wilson's peace note, and 
yesterday Lawson was able to cover all 
his short Bales. It ie said that his pur- 
chases 
yesterday 
totaled 
300,000 
shares of Steel at around 100 and that 
his average profit was better than ten 
points a share.

Just think I was fighting ip 
P'rance and Belgium for fifteen months 
and I was in ten 
charges and four 
bombing raids on the western front 
and came out without a scratch, al- 
though my platoon was made up to 
strength six times. 
So you can tell I 
have been through some 
fire. 
Well, 
I said no wound, but my first finger 
was put out of action for awhile—that 
was some time ago.

"Now this is how I finished up. We 
were on the Somme and had captured 
a part, rather, I may say three-fourths 
of a large 
village, 
and I contracted 


trench fever and then finished up by 
being buried by a French motor shell 
and was buried for three hours. 
Now 
I've been in England ten weeks and I 
can't stand. 
No use in my legs at all 
and I have shattered nerves. 
I only 
sleep about two hours out of twenty- 
four and then I dream that I am back 
at the fighting again and shout fire or- 
ders in my sleep, so the nurses say."

Unnamed Grirl Carries Mes- 
sage Through British 
Wall of Silence. 


New York, Dec. 23.—A special com- 
mittee of the neutral conference com- 
mittee left here early today for Wash- 
ingrton to present to Président Wilson 
a letter from Bertrand Russell, noted 
British pacifist lecturer and philoso- 
pher, appealing to the president 
to 
end the war in Europe. 
The commit- 
tee consists of George Foster Peabody, 
Paul U. Kellogg 
and 
Miss 
Emily 
Greene Balch. 
The letter was brought 
to this country by an uniiamed and 
otherwise unidentified messenger from 
England, a girl, in order to evade the 
British censor. 


After asserting that the 
president 
now has an opportunity of performing 
a signal service to mankind, "surpass- 
ing the service of Abraham Lincoln," 
Mr. Russell states that it is within the 
president's power "to bring the war 
to an.end by a just peace," and that if 
the war be allowed to continue it may 
bo too late to save European civiliza- 
tion from destruction." 


Russell's Appeal. 


The letter says in part: 
"The mili- 
tary situation has now developed to 
the point where the ultimate issue is 
clear, in its 
broad 
outlines, to all 
capable of thought; it must-be obvious 
to the authorities in all 
belligerent 
countries that no victory for either 
side is possible. 
In Europe the Ger- 
mans have the advantage, outside of 
Europe and on the sea the allies have 
the advantage. 


"Neither side is able to win such a 
crushing 
victoi-y 
as to 
compel 
the 
other side to sue for peace. 
The war 
inflicts untold injuries upon the na- 
tions but not such injuries as to make a 
continuance of the fighting Impossi- 
ble. 


"The allied governments have not 
had the courage to acknowledge pub- 
licly what they cannot deny in private, 
that the hope of a sweeping victory is 
one which can now scarcely be enter- 
tained. 
For want of this courage they 
are prepared to involve Europe in the 
horrors of a continuance of the war 
possibly for another two or three years. 
This situation is intolerable to every 
humane man. 
You, sir, can i)Ut an 
end to it. 
Your power constitutes an
